New Head of Nation to As- 
sume Office Sliortjy After 
Twelve O'clock 



Washington, March 3.— A vast' army 
of puoplo tonight tramped through tho 
streets of the national capital In a 
do\vni)Our of rain In eugor expectancy 
of the naUon'.s greatest of all pag- 
eanlfl, tin; i)i esidential Inauguration. 
The Ki)lrit of celebration is supreme, 
and everything 1h in eomiilote ri.'adi- 
ness for the great (luadrennial event. 
Congress practically has cleared It.s 
decks, both houses working under high 
pressure. 

President Roosex'olt and President- 
elect Ttift slept under the same roof 
after a titrcnuous day .spent in receiv- 
ing callers. AU the members of the 
cabinet resigned. In accordance with 
custom, and the labors oC the inaugu- 
ral ceremony were completed, Num- 
berlesa hosts havo gathered here from 
all parts of the country waiting tlio 
coming of tomorrow's spectacle, -when 
Mr. Tatt will be Inducted Intc) the 
highest otllce in the gift of tlio people. 

Tho rush of visitors from all pp.rts 
of the country continued uiiaba'.eil to- 
day, and the city is in th-i usunl pre- 
inaiigiiral state of congestion. It is 
estinuUed that fully two hundred thou- 
saiid people are already liere, and each 
incoming train and boat adds its quo- 
ta to tlic visiting tin-ong. Trains from 
all points are being run at intervals of 
a few ndnutos. In order lo .accommo- 
datu liie crowds, and railroad olticials 
estimate that upwards of sixty thou- 
sand persons arrived here today by 
rail ui). to midniglit. Tlio hoteis and 
boarding housi's liavr been taxod to 
tlielr utmost to accommodate the viu- 
itors. 

Numerous military and civil organi- 
zations arrived during the day, among 
tliem the famous Troup A, of Cleve- 
landi wijlch will uct as Mr. Taft's es- 
cort. Th6' familiar figure of )t'-<rom'- 
maiider-^n-clilef of the Grand _Army 
of tho Bepublld .wlU;be. missing In.-the 
parade tomorrow, tis Henry AI. Nevlu.s, 
tho present head of that organization,', 
today telegraphed that ho would be un- 
siblo to attend because of an accident 
wiiloh caused hlra to lose one of his 
arms. 

Tho programme of the inaugural 
coromonles promises that tho president 
and presldent-oloct, tho vice-president 
iiiul \ lce-ijre.sidi:nt-(;lect, accompanied 
b.v the committee on Congress will 
jiroceed from thi> \Vhito House to the 
capitol in carriages at ten a.m. They 
will bo followed in carriages by moni- 
bors of the cabinet, the secretary to 
the president and the president's aides. 
Pronii)tl.v at noon Vlco-jiresident-elect 
Shcrnutn will talce the o.ath of ollice in 
the seiuite chiimber and tlicMi address 
that body, whereupon tho senate will 
organize. Tho oath of ollice for Mr. 
Taft will be administered by Chief 
Justice Fuller of the supreme court ot 
the United States at 12.40 p.m., on tlio 
stand at the east front ot tho capitol. 
Following this ceremony, President 
Taft, heading the Inaugural party will 
Icavo the capitol at l.lo p.m. for tho 
^Vhito House. Mr. Roo.sevelt will bo 
immediately escorted to tlio union sta- 
tion, where ho will board a train for 
New York. Between 2.30 ai.d .^.30 p.m. 
President Taft will review the parade 
from a stand in front of the White 
House.

RESULT OF CONFERENCE 



Proportio-n of Water Supply to 
Be Delivered at the City 
Boundary 



The long-standing differences be- 
tween Victoria and , Oak Bay munici- 
pality In regard to the latter .district's 
water supply have, been an^iicably set- 
tled. For three, hours yesterday after- 
noon His Worship Mayor Hall, a num- 
ber of prominent and representative 
citizens, and members of the Oak Bay 
council wrestled with the problem. 
The result of the conference was the 
drafting of an agreement that was 
pronounced eminently satisfactory by 
both parties, tho Mayor and W. K. 
Oliver, who was tho principal spokes- 
'pi.eii'Un behalf of the adjacent munl- 
cilpallty, shaking hands Just before ad- 
journment as evidence of their gratl- 
callon over the termination ot a 
lengthy and serious misunderstanding. 

One of the conditions., it is under- 
stood, was that the amendments wdiich 
the Oak Bay council was Insisting on 
having Inserted in the Victoria Water- 
works Act now before the provincial 
legislature shcuUl b'l withdrawn. 
Mayor Hall and Councillor Oliver 
waited on IT. B. Thomson, JI. P. P., 
who has tho bill In charge, at the 
House last night, after the City Coun- 
cil had endorsed the arrangements 
made at the conference of the after- 
noon, and informed him ot the chang- 
ed condition of affairs and the conse- 
quent determination of the Oak Bay 
board to cancel their amendments. 
Agreement in Detail. 

The principal clauses of tho agree- 
ment, wliicli are concise and very clear 
follow: 

Tho City ot Victoria. 

(1) . Agrees to supply Oak Bay mu- 
nicipality with Its proportion of tlio 
existing supply of water, to be deter- 
mined upon by tho number of ser- 
vices then "In use, until such time as 
the City of Victoria shall procure an 
improved system; said water to be 
supplied in biilk at. a price not to ex- 
ceed 20 cents per 1,000 gallons. 

(2) Agrees that when it shall pro- 
cure such improved system it will 
supi)ly Oak Bay with its proportion of 
tho total supply of such improved sys- 
tem at a re-adjusted price. 

(3) AU matters arising out of the 
relatloniB jjetween the" City and " Oak 
Bay" in cbniifebtlon with" water sup- 
plies, Including price, shall be deter- 
mined by the- water commissioners ap- 
pointed under the 'Wttter ^AoV ot 1909. 

Brandy In Chocolates. 

Toronto, March 3. — Three Yongo 
street confectioners pleaded guilty in 
the police court today to selling liquor 
v.'ithout a license, and wore each fined 
$50 and costs. Tho charge was laid 
by tho license department, the liquor 
being sold In brandy chocolates and 
other candles In which alcohol was 
used. 



WINNIPEG EXPECTS 
BIG BUILDING YEAR 



Coming Season Lii<ely to Be 
One of Busiest in City's 
History 



Winnipeg, March 3. — Tho ofllccs of 
all the architects In the city are hives 
of industry, and all aro. crowded to the 
limit with work preiiaratory to one of 
tlio busiest building seasons in Wiuni- 
jieg's history. Tlio buildings are of a 
costly and substantial type. Tho big- 
gest contract w/11 be tho G. T. P. shops, 
which are to cost ?u, 000, 000 when com- 
pleted. 

Competent authorities believe that 
$12,000,000 will bo a conservative esti- 
mate of the building figares for the 
year, and it may run several millions 
over that. If no labor trouble de- 
velops, it will be "Winnipeg's banner 
year for progress.

Vancouver, March 3. — Deadman's 
Island, the famous, is to be tho site 
for great grain elevators. 

It was stated oil the best of a.Uthor- 
Ity tills morning that arrangements 
ior the carrying through of the deal 
have tie far advanced that Theodore 
Ludgatc who obtained the original 
ilcase from the federal government, has 
: disposed of his rights. 

Not only has the government of- 
ficially approved of the change of 
ownership of the lease of Deadman's 
Island, but It is understood that the 
possible renewal for 25 years has been 
arranged as a certain undertaking on 
tlie part of both parties. The origin- 
al leaso was for 25 years, with rcnew- 
ul privileges on certain conditions for 
another 25 years. To all inteuLa and 
purposes, Mr. Ludgate's lease was re- 
garded in Vancouver as a 50 -year 
lease. But ten years of the first 25 
having expired, the new owners ap- 
plied for and are said to have se- 
cured the ' complete oj.'tenslon..' for the 
full term of fifty years from the date 
of tho original document. 

Calgary iieoplo, representing large 
wheat shipping interests, are tho fi- 
nancial baclvcrs of tho now scheme. 
Tlio Vancouver arrangements for the 
deal were largely looked after by J. 
W. Weart, who is now on his way to 
Ottawa respecting other features of 
the arrangements In which the gov- 
ernment will naturally be interested. 

The chief matter of proposed nego- 
tiations in Ottawa Is the erection of 
a bridge across the mouth of Coal 
Harbor, connecting the Island with the 
city. . The. proposal is said to be that 
the bridge will be run from a point 
near the northern end of Cariboo 
street across the narrow channel to 
the Island. Tho promoters expect to 
bo able to secure tho agreement of 
th federal government lo this neces- 
sary feature of the scheme. 

It is stated that Iilr. Ludgato re- 
ceived $300,000 for his lease of the 
Island. 



SIR WILFRID'S SEAT 



Indications That., Premier Will Leave 
Queb/ic East and Represent 

the Capital 



Ottawa, JInrch 3.— According to tho 
Froo Press there is a possibility tliat 
Sir AViifrid Laurier will elect to sit 
for Ottawa in the commons.

Ottawa, Mar. 3. — This was the last 

Wednesday session of the House left '■ 
for business of private members, th'e 
government having announced that it 
will talco this day hereafter for its own 
business.

It came up on a resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Lapointe, of 
Klmouraska, setting fortli that in In- 
ter'SSts of agriculture experimental 
stations should be located wherever 
conditions permitted throughout Can- 
ada. A large number of members took 
part in the discussion and the result 
was that tho minister of agriculture 
was inundated witli suggestions of 
suitable locations for experimental 
farms. Mr. Fisher accepted tho reso- 
lution, stating that ho was at the pre- 
sent time considering the establish- 
ment of three more farms,

Mr. Taylor, of New Westminster, 
asked during what period the weekly. 
Liberal press letter had been franked 
"J. B., Solicitor-General." Mr. Bureau . 
replied from April 28, 1007, to Novem- 
ber 27, 1907, and from July 21, 1908, 
to January 19, 1909.. Tho letters had 
not boon printed in the printing bur- 
eau or at the expense of tho govern- 
ment. The average number frlin'ked 
was from 75 to 100 per week. , 

The senate had Mr. Lancaster's level 
crossings bill under . discussion to- 
day, with the result that It was de- 
cided to send it to the Hallway com- 
mittee. In moving the second reading 
6f tha,'!: bill Senator pills stated that 
there 'seemed to be good grrounds for 
the provisions ot the bill which re- 
quired the protection of level crossings 
in thickly settled districts 07 tho re- 
duction of tho speed of trains to ten 
miles an hour. Senator McMuUen 
thought the bill should be delayed un- 
til the government had brought dowii 
tho bill promised by the minister of 
railways. He moved the adjournment 
for a week. 

Senator Ferguson favored the bill. 
Tho Canadian Pacific Railway had 
forty-five per cent, of its crossings 
protected, and had had no accidents 
duo to level cro.solngs last year. The 
G. T. R. had only three per cent, of its 
grade crossings protected,., and .had 18 
killed and 3C injured. '■■•! -V', '7' 

Senator Beique, was'ln faivbr-of. tbe 
bill, but wanted It sent to the depart- 
ment of Justice or, the supr<Sme court 
lor a legal opinion. . 

Sir R. Cartwrlght favored the prin- 
ciple of tho bill, though It had been''-,* 
rushed through tho Commons and"^. 
would need considerable study. Fur- '^;. 
thor evidence might perhaps bo se- .'^ 
cured on the subject. It wotild be se- ','' 
solutolv impossible for the railways to 
give tlie speed demanded by>the public 
If they had to slow thelr'tralHs down 
to ten miles an hour. 

Senator Gibson thought that it would 
not be for the public benefit to press 
tho railways beyond reasor.,, ; 

Senator Ellis was not disposed to ac- 
cept tho suggestion that the bill toe 
sent to the Railway committee.

. ■ At a largeiyi'attended and enihuBlaa- 

tlc mootltiff of the Colwood and Met- 
chosin Develoninent assocl'ition held 
last night at Colwood hall, It was iin- 
animouHly decided to alHIiate with the 
Vancouver Island Development League 
and hereafter the association will be 
a branch of the latter organization. 
Tho iiocessity of co-operation with the 
variou8.,ather Island branch leagues, if 
the welfare lof tho Island arid tho Col- 
wood and Metchosin districts, Is to be 
advanced was recosnlssed. . 

The meeting, was tho annual meet- 
ing of tho local association and after 
some routine matters had been con- 
sidered the decision to afflliato with 
the Vancouver Island Development 
league was reached. 

11. C. Wilson, A. \V. McCurdy, John 
Xelson and 11. M. l''ullerton, nionibers 
of tile \'i<'toi-la liraneh of the \'aiicou- 
^•er Ishmd 1 )evi,'liipnii'!!', l,eague, a.uti 
II. Dallas liehnekeu, K. V., attended 
the meeting and delivered short 
.speeches in whicii tlie benefits to be 
derived from the eo-o])eratloii of the 
various brandies was iiulntcd out. 
OeorKe lleatherbell, president of tlie 
Colwood and MeU'liosin Devi;loi>inent 
association. pre;;liled and welcomed 
the visitors from tile city. He pointed 
out tluit in tlie work of develupnient 
the district association bad been a 
fore runner, luulng been orKanl/:eil 
two year.s a^o. lie was sure that the 
Vancouver island Development league 
v.-ould do a Kreat work in advai...inK 
the welfare o£ the Island and tho Col- 
wood and Metchosin Development 
l-euHue would prove of benefit to that 
dbstrict. 

District's Needs. 

"What was needed was co-oporatlon. 
I-,et all work tot'ether with one aim 
and the objects desired would be ac- 
conipllslied. There was a sreat deal 
of work for the local branch to do. 
Roads to the sea are necessary, a 
ferry across the IC^auinialt Harbor 
Is hiiperative, better and more fre- 
tiuent mail delivery, a better rural 
tolophonn service, improved transpor- 
tation facilities, all are needed if the 
district Is to develop as it should and 
the best section of the Island settled, 
b'unds would be reciulrcd but lie felt 
that the people of Colwood and :Mct- 
chosin would respond liberally. 

C. K. Gridltiis, Ki'cretary of the As- 
sociation, made a brief report showing 
wliat bad been done duriiig the year. 
Subserliitions to the amount of $04.50 
liad been received and expenditures 
had amounted to J25.&0, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $;!!•. 

^.'r. Ili^atherbell then introduced tlie 
Victoria Nisltors, whom ' he tli.-uikcd 
for the interest tliey disjila.Ned in the 
v.-elfare of the district aiisoclatlon. 
Island Development. 
H. G. Wilson considered he was 
honored in again being before the as- 
sociation .wliicli he had helped to ur- 
fjaiii/.e two years ago. He explained 
tho object of the Vancouver Island 
Development League and expressed 
the belief that it would accom|)lish a 
.great work. The Victoria Tourist as- 
sociation had accoinplislied much but 
the li>adlng business men of the city 
believed that Victoria should also do 
something towards aiding the develop- 
ment of tlie island. 

.\lr. Wilson lirielly related the pro- 
ceedings at th<' rec(-nt meeting wlie'i 
delegates from all iioints on the Island 
had assembled in ^^ictoria to organize 
the Island league. Tlie utmost en- 
thusiasm had been shown. Mr. islar- 
pole, of tlie E. and X., was as cntliu- 
slastic as any, and had promised to do 
everything in his power to assist the 
work of the league. The Victoria as- 
sociation has raised '$3,700, and' it is 
expected that from $10,000 to J12,000 
will bo raised. The parent league has 
vsitoil on tho government and called 
attention to the necessity of more 
trails. The government has practi- 
cally agreed to spend a large amount 
for this purpose. When timber men 
and prospectors get into the interior 
and show what wealth there i.s the 
railway will follow. What is need<'d 
is tlie extension of the islanrl rallw.iy 
(api)Iause). 

It Is (miy by the united efforts of all 
the branches that any real lientm can 
bo sectiretl. I3y co-operation much 
more can ho accoinplislied than by 
Individual effort. Some day, Mr. Wil- 
.son said, lie hoiied to see a great iii- 
cri'ase In population. What is needi.'d 
is a great deal of money. Mr. Wilson 
hoped that the different leagiu^s will 
say what their respective districts re- 
quire and the parent league will be 
in a ))o.sitioii to answer all inquiries in 
a satlsfat^tory manner. Victoria will 
endeavor to R.-^ that if the Colwood 
section wants any thing it will get it. 
Co-Operatlon Necessary. 
W. 11. Kiillerton iiointi'd out tliat 
tho main thing needi'd to sueei.ssf u I - 
ly carry mi (he work of the league, is 
C'-oiieralion. If I'Very man, woman 
and idiiUl can i)f liiilui'e I to ie lp along 
the good worl; tlie snecess ol the Vaii- 
einiver island Developuieiit League 
wil; be assurer!. He instanced tlie 
growth ol Calgary where the earie'st 
.vork of the pc^oplo In advancing tiielr 
town bus more it what it is. 

Mr. Fullorton declared that Vnn- 
couv.'^r Island is one of tho greatest 
countries in llie world today, a coun- 
try of linundless ic'^ourei'S. W'liat is 
needed is settK.i.s. Tl.e tinu' i.s com- 
ing wiion the island will be i-overed liy 
a net wcM'lt of ./leetric railwa.vs. Peo- 
ple in Victoria are waking up and 
with llio co-operation of til" iji.ople in 
the surrounding distrii'ts tlie iiest re- 
sults will be secnreil.

A Great Movumcnt,

Mr. N'elson referred to the enormous 
timber resources in the country trilju- 
taiy lo tile Colwood section.

An island For Sale 

A. W. .Vicl.'urdy declared that the 
most e.xtraordlnar.N- movement he liad 
ever known Is iliut ijeing undertaken 
by the Vancouver Island Devoloimient 
league. The unanimity with which 
every town and district has joined In 
thu movement Is remarkable. From 
every point comes news of the for- 
mation of associations, all determined 
to work for Island development. As 
a business proposition it Is unique. It 
is an organization formed to sell tho 
enormous resources of Vancouver Is- 
land. Everything necessary for llie 
comfort of mankind Is here. It Iia3 
a mngnillcent climate. Its great re- 
sources ar(! onl.i v.-altmg to be dcvel- 
opial. Everyliody must Join In the 
movement. It will not bi^ long befoi-e 
in Victoria one of tlu' best publicity 
agents of the continent will be at work 
l)re])ariiig projier literature and ad- 
vertising matter. 

"We have an island to sell," said 
.'\Ii'. .McCiird.N-, .-imid applause. 

He believed Colwood and Metchosin 
were as line sections as any in the 
Island, but population is needed. The 
lieople here now should get together 
and by oo-0])eration overcome the dis- 
advantages of which they ari' now 
complaining. Lack Of roads and rail- 
wayji, ineindent telephone scrvlc", 
lack of easy access to markets, and 
a bettor jjiall service, all are needed 
but will not bo secured unless tho 
residents of the district are deter- 
mined to iiull together. 

Finish Work of Pioneers. 

II. Dallas Helmclten, K.C., expressed 
Ills pleasure at being present at the 
meeting. He declaied that tlh- resi- 
dents of the district must keej) pace 
with tho times. He believed good de- 
velopment Work can and will be done. 
Ho was willing to be dubjied a "moss- 
back" but he wanted to point out that 
the pioneirs had laid tho foundations 
<u" the province's future and it Is now 
up to the young people to get together 
and take ' up the grand work of tho 
pioneers. Colwobd and ,Me.tchOBln had 
led the way. The, dovolopmorit move- 
ment .has takcii. "hold throughout t\iq 
Islaud'and to fhbso geritIdm<Sn \^ho 
have taken sufcTi' an^ §cOve part In 
furthering tbo' fpfWect byery credit 
must be given. - . '' 

Mr. Kclmcken stated that strong ■re- 
presentations have, been made to tho 
government for a ferry at j:squlmalt 
and the government >vlll assist to the 
extent of putting in approaches and a 
wharf. For other matters of. the de- 
velupnient tho government lias appro- 
inlated a largo sum for tho Colwood 
and Jletchosin districts -which hither-

.served. By the co-operation of the 
people of the district with the V.-m- 
couver Island De\'elopment league 
there will be wonders worlied in tliis 
section of the Island as well as else- 
where. Mr. Helmcken urged the 
youn.ger men to \v<irk for themselves 
and at the same time assist in tlu; 
development of tlic district. Now that 
all are at one it would be (Ittiiig for 
tile nieotlng to aiip,ro\'c of the forma- 
tion of a local branch of the league 
and also to endorse the proiiosition of 
a ferry. Mr. Helmcken congratulated 
Mr. ,McCiird\- on the energy- and eiiter- 
lirlse wlilcli be lias sliown in the de- 
velopment of the Nootka marble quar- 
ries, Instiiiiclng it as the sort of enertry 
which should be shown by all. 

On motion of Mr. Helmcken, a 
hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
tile Victoria visitors anil'J applause.

Lloyd-George Probably. .W 
.-, Be Compelled to Tax the 
• Land Values 



Sonic fins Houses and Property for

Ijondon, Marcli ^. — England will soon 
be staggering: under a loati of tiebt 
which promlHea not only to paralyzo 
her linanelers but her statesmen us 
well. AVitli the desire to maintain a 
two-power standard for the navy, with 
an insistent demand for an increase of 
the army, with the liability for old 
ago peuslons steadily mounting up 
ward, and with the demand for Insur 
ance against unemployment and other 
fads, the government i.s jircssed al 
most bejond endurance. The next 
Budget promises to be of immense pro- 
jiortlons, and everyone is preparing to 
face it with as much reslgnutlon as, 
l)0Hsible. In a speech the other day 
to tho Law Society Mr. Lloyd George, 
the Chancellor o£ the Exchequer, de- 
clared that "if a Chancellor oC Iho Ex- 
chequer lindertook tho Iraming of a 
Budget In a retributive or vindictive 
spirit ctffalnst any class lie would bo 
not merely unworthy of his high of- 
llce, but not fit to bo an excise man 
In a country vlllagr." This pronounce- 
ment seems to have pleased the Con- 
servatives of all Hhades, but it fore- 
casts a very daring Budget. "I am 
going to be giddcHl by linancial con- 
siderations aloiie," said the C'hancel- 
Inr, which, being liiteri>reteil, means: 
"I am not going to attack any hen- 
roost beeausi' it Is the hen-roost wliich 
has tho most eggs In It." The capital 
value of land is the hen-roost with 
tho largest luiinber of eggs, and, on 
flnancial cou'slderations alone, Mr. 
Lloyd George will apply on land. 

This Tax on Land 

Such a tax, fixed at the rate of a 
halfpenny in the pound, would yield 
$100,000,000 annually, and it appears 
necessary at the present time. Tho 
workers in London got no advantage 
whatever from the land, whose value 
they are continually increasing by 
their efforts, but If the capital value of 
land were taxed llu^ load \ipon the 
workers would in so far be lightened. 
Mr Llovd George has not only to cover 
a deficit of over $50,000,000 (if tho 
Old Age Pensions go on increasing the 
dellcit will be one of $60,000,000 or 
*7ri,000,000, but he lias also to find 
$20,000,000 or f^.n, 000,000, for the Navy. 
Mv. McKenna, the V'lrst I^ord of the 
Admiralty, said, in a speech last 
Thursday ni?ht, that "tho Navy would 
be maintained at such a pitch of el'fl- 
clency as would .secure England from 
all possible foreign attempts at inva- 
sion," and he added that the Govern- 
m(Mit intended to carry out Mr. As- 
(luith's pronouncement in favor of tho 
two-Power standard. According to 
this at least $25,000,000 must be spent 
on the Navy this year, and four 
Dreadnoughts alone must bo laid 
dowm Guided by financial necessities 
pure and simple, Mr. Lloyd George will 
bo compelled, to ,put a tax on the capi- 
tal value of land.

SINGS THE PRAISES 

OF B. C. FRUIT 



Martin Burrlll, M.P., Tolls Eastern 
People About Variety Grown 
on Paelfle Coast 



Mr. Martin Burreli. M.P. for Yale- 
Cariboo, addressed the Ottawa Can- 
adian club on fruit-growing in British 
Columbia the other day. Tho great 
advantage enjoyed by fruit growers In 
British Columbia, Mr. Birroll said was 
the high ])ercentage of No. 1 fruit 
produced bv orchards. In a British 
orchard not more than 10 per 
cent would average first-class. In On- 
tario a liberal estimate would be 30 
to 50 per cent, wldlo It was absolutely 
safe to say that tho percentage In 
British Columbia would not be less 
than 70 per cent. , .,; 

Fruit growing in BfltlBh Columbia, 
he said, had now reached what might 
be called the real bstate stage when 
the careful operator' would sell to 
guileless peoi)le for one hundred dol- 
lars an acre of land tliJit cost him 
$5. But. though an Investigation of 
these cases might cause many to be- 
lieve that tlie fruit-growing of British 
Columbia was not on a sound basis, 
yet they should recognize that thero 
was constantly going on solid and 
lionest development which would 
make British Columbia one of the 
greatest fruit producing countries in 
the world. 

Mr. Burreli quoted Professor Rob 
crtson's statement ithat life was at 
its best where children had orchards 
to play in and went on to show the 
refining • influence upon society of 
fruit growing. He ran quickly over 
till! history of fruit growing in Brltl.sh 
Columbia, from the planting of the 
first fruit tree in 1841) by Mr. James 
Dougla.s, Chief Factor of the Hudson 
Bay coniiuuiy and afterwards Gov- 
ernor of tlie Crown Colony up to the 
present tremendous development with 
70,000 acres In orchard, a great deal 
o£ it under irrigation. The first ship- 
ment to outside markets was mado 
in 1897. In 1902, the Province pro 
■duced 2,000 tons of fruit, In 1904, 3,000 
tons, valued at $'.;50,000 and in 
1908, over $1,000,000 worth, which 
fruit was marketed not merely In tho 
northwest ;ind Great Britain, but 
in far off Australia. Mr. Burreli said 
that the development of tho fruit In- 
dustry In British Columbia was only 
at its b(!ginnlng because asldo from 
the fact that there was much ground 
still to I).; planted only 10 per cent of 
the area thus far planted was now in 
bearing. 

As to the character of the fruit 
grown in the 0ka|iagan valley and 

elaewhcro in British Columbia he said 
that It was rather tho habit of some 
people In the oast, as well as in Eng 
land, to say that, while British Co 
Uimbia fruit had a pleasing appear 
ance and while the orchard yielded 
abundantly, the fruit lacked quality, 
This ho Hjioke of .as a pleasing fiction. 
Mr. Burreli wont on to tell of the 
pi-lzoH won by Britl.sh Columbia fruit 
In competition with tho very best that 
could he i)roduced elsewhere. At tho 
great show of the Pacific Coast Fruit 
Growers' Asaoclatidh at which the 
best growers of Oregon and Washin 
ton were represented. British Colum- 
bia took the hundred-dollar gold 
medal for the best five eases. And at 
the first game national apple show, 
held at SpoUane last year, which was 
attended iiy bu^•erH not only from 
all over the United .States but from 
Europe ns well, tho Kelowna district 
In British Columbia, which took there 
a small exhibit, won $,'",,&00 worth of 
pri/.es and took also the cup for the 
best Individual apple, In color, tex- 
ture and quality in tlie whole exhi- 
bition. At the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety's exhibition in England, where 
tlu^ Judges were the most critical in 
the world, for six conseciitivo years. 
British Columbia bad captured the 
gold medal.

YUKON PIONEER DEAD 



Michael Laberge. Was in Telegraph 
Expedition Nearly Fffty, Years 
' Ago 



A few days ago. at the old tOWn Of 
Chateauguay, Quebec, was 'burled 
Michael- Laberge, who was one of 'the 
lirst party of white men to -.reach AU 
aslta with the practical purpose of 
bringing the country within the realms 
of civillKation, and whose name is com- 
memorated in the now famous laku 
and river Laboige. Faithful to tho 
traditions of the old French voy- 
ageurs, he had come back many yearw 
ago to die on his native heath, among 
his klnfolk, who listened in wonder 
and admiration to his tales of adven- 
ture. 

Laberge was only GS years of age 
and had had tho good sense to con- 
serve a small fortune acquired In his 
wandering in the Far North. Way 
back in ISliu when the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Co. undertook' to' es- 
tablish a line to Europe via British 
Columbia, Alaska and Siberia. It was 
reminded of the endurance of French- 
Canadians in such experiences as tho 
Astoos had been when they planned 
Astoria a half centm;y before. La- 
berge was one of those enlisted un- 
der the orders of Capt. Charles Buck- 
ley, chief engineer. 

The party left San Francisco July 
12tli. 1SG5, on the barques Gcorgo 
Wright and Golden G.ate. After tak- 
ing supplies at New Westminster and 
Sitka, they reached St. Michael. 
Hero Laberge was detailed with tho 
partv- and Frank Ketchum to oxploro 
the Yukon valley, which they did as 
far as Fort Yukon In 1S6 0. During 
the winter Laberge visited the Indians 
at Unalaska, and started in the spring 
of the year, when they learned that 
the exploration had been called off, for 
San Francisco. The United States ot- 
llcers found the surveys made by this 
party very useful when operations 
were resumed a few years later ^by tho 
government?. 

On reaching San Francisco In Sep- 
tember, 1867, L.ibergo met a number 
of his countrymen, F. Mercier, Muses 
Mercler, Nap Robert and F. Grovel. 
Together with Messrs. Smith, James, 
Bern, and a few others, they laid tho 
foundation of the Pioneer American 
Fur Trading company, .and the first 
fur trading expedition of that powerful 
corporation was organized tho next 
.spring and led by Laberge and Bern. 

Laberge again went out to Ahiylia 
In 1871 and did not come back to San 
li'raiiclsco for four years. During that 
time ho acquired enough wealth and 
adventure sufllcient to-, satisfy him 
through life. When the Klondike gold 
fever broke out the excltenient of La- 
lierge wfla great. Ho shook as it' witli 
ague as he read of the wonders of 
Dawson. "To think that I have been 
over every, foot of that ground thirty 
ycar.s ago," ho would say. But ho 
wisely realised that lie was too old to 
enter upon a new cireer. 

His companion of curly days, Fr.xn- 
cols Mercier, at time of tin; Yukon 
developments, published a remarkable 
hook in Franco, about Alaska, which 
was mainly based on thr-lr personal ob- 
servations of tho country.

The important .statement 
was also mado that tho cbmmlssloa 
which existed at the time when J. 
M. Courtney was fin.ance minister, and 
which liald the Canadian banks % 
per cent to return to United States sil- 
ver money was to be revived again. 
This is understood to mean that the 
■Canadian Mint will in the tnear fu- 
.ture be granted the right to manufac- 
,ture the whole of Canada's silver 
coinage, with the result that the coun- 
try will have a valua'ule source of 
revenue. 

The authority interviewed estimated 
tliat there was al least J2, 000, 000 of 
American silver coin in Canada. With 
the commission for the exclusion of 
American coin revived he thought tho 
Canadian Mint could make a iirofit 
for the country of at least $1,000,000 
by manufacturing a substitute (luan- 
tlty of silver coin. This the mint was 
fully capable of doing and could sup- 
ply all Canada's . needs for the next 
twenty years without any increase of 
equipment. "Why," It was stated "the 
mint in 1908 did not manufacture 
one-fifth of tho supply obtained from 
England In the preceding year."

Smelter to Treat Tin and Other Ores 
May Be Located at Chase 
River 



A smelter to treat tin and other ores 
In the Immediate neighborhood of Na- 
naimo will be the next development 
work on Vancouver Island. This will 
be built by the Paclllo Tin Mining and 
Smelting company, a B. C. cbncern 
which was Incorporated on January 14 
of this year, and means to cominenci! 
business at once, says the Nanaimo 
Herald. A number of sites wer(i 
looked ov(.'r and considered but none 
(.fl'ered so many advantages as the ono 
In the iieighljorliood of .Xanalmo, and 
there the smelter Is to bi; built and tho 
work carried on. While it will he 
few inlles from the city, it will '.e so 
near that all tho trade will be tributary 
and !t will mean much to the city. 

Tlio new company has a working 
agrecinent with tho owners of tho 
Goodwin tin ;;roup in the .Seward Pen- 
insula, Ala.ska, to take tho whole of 
tho output of the mine, which la 
proven to b(; ono of the richest In 
Alaska, and one of the very few of 
Its kind In th? world. 

The Goodwin tin group Is a collec- 
tion of claims on Tin mount.ain, which 
Is seanied with tin ore. "This moun- 
tain contalp.?-, almost tho only work- 
ablo tin in the place thtit has so far 
llieen discovered. The lowo'st assay 
of the ores shows .5. per cent, pure 
tin, while the highest^givcs G6.r>9. Tho 
latter assay was made, iby C. H. 'Voll, 
of Seattle, wlillo J. OlSuUivan, of Yan- 



couver,''got'"15'|)er' cent.*lrom ores ^ub- 

(its on.tho BmeUlng' the lowest assay 
Is taken as tho bnsls of dalculatiori.' On 
tho same mountain is tho Bartell's Tin 
Mining company and the.JJnlted States 
Tin Mining company, who have been 
doing extensive work in opening up the- 
properties. According to tho engineer 
of Bartell's, \Mr. Jones, who spent ten 
days examining the group of claims, 
expressed himself of tho opinion that 
the prnjiertles wore tho best on tho 
mountain, as they contain tho very 
heart of the tin veins wliere the.y cross 
each other and are at their best. 

E. S. Harrison, publlslier of tho 
Alaska-Yulcon Magazine, iias mado 
several references to this mountain 
of tin, and pins his faith on the future 
of the tin industry in Alaska. He 
.says tliat the mountain is a body of 
tin ore, it is no longer a prospect, tin 
ha?lng been shipped from it in com- 
mercial quantities. ,?:iO,000,000 worth 
of tin are iised annually In tho United 
States alone, and this Is obtained 
from Australia, Soutii America, Stralt.s 
fciettlemonta and Cornwall. 

Mr. Harrison suggests hi his book 
on Nome and the Seward Peninsula 
that tho tin should be brought to 
Fuget Sound to be smelted, .that being 
cheaper than to take the coal to Alaska 
as the . labor In' the north is too ex-i 
pensive to compete with the sajnio- 
doWn hei'e; The new-''oompany, how- 
ever, proposes to bring -.,the; ore to J}a-(, 
nalmo, where there is odai- in abund,^' 
ance. The tin 'alone is a," profltabto . 
ore to smelt but there la also~a'°])i- 
product, tungsten,:whloh Is -vvortH h^lC 
as much as the tiii itself. This will bq 
produced at tho new smelter. ■ f , 

It is estimated that once the smeltci*.! 
is in working order it will bo kept gp->. 
ing throughout tho year. It is impos- 
sible to ship ore from Alaska all tho 
year, but coppcrlead ore will bo 
brought from other sources, and this 
will keep the smelter working all tlio 
time. At jiresent the concentrates aro 
being taken to Germany and South 
Wale."?, but Instead of doing that, tho. 
Pacific Tin ■IMlning and Smelting com- 
liany have secured the ser/lces of a 
Swansea man to suiierlntcnd tho new 
smelter. This Is F. M. Perkins, a 
metallurgical engineer, formerly of tho 
Magdalena smelter, of Mexico, and also 
of the Jlexlcan Smelting and Hefining 
company. He will be the managing 
director of the new concern and hopes 
to comiinenco work within about two 
months from the jircsent time. Tho 
conipiiny will benoUt by the knv rate.i 
between Alaska and this jiort, thorn 
being little freight offering on tho 
downward tcips of the steamers, bal-< 
last being generally used. ' ' '

; those Canadians, who wish to see tliolr 
; coimtry attain the full stature of na- 
tionality, hut we are quite unable to 
SCO why this is not possible within 
; the Empire. Holding the views we do 
jresarding: the impending collision be- 
'twcen the Occidental and Oriental 
races, and believing that the Anglo- 
, Saxon peoples must bear the brunt of 
; that conflict, whether It is one of 
|arms or only social and economic, we 
' hold that this is not the time to talk 
of policies tending to the subdivision 
, of that remarkable political fabric 
which we call the British Empire. Ex- 
jierlence has demonstrated that the 
. British Instinct for self-government la 
table to adapt Itself to ail conditions, 
■'no matter how unforeseen they may 
bo, provided those instincts are given 
l"i-ee scope. It is for this rcaiBon that 
we look upon the attempts of certain 
'British public men to rivet the Em- 
pire with tariffs ( not without appre- 
hension. AVe fear the result of a loss 
of elasticity In the bond of union. It 
is not Impossible to repeat in every es- 
sential particular the error which lost 
■Britain her Thirteen American Colo- 
•nies a century and a quarter ^ago. But 
•this Only by the way. The only ^point 
upon which we desire to lay stress Is 
that this is not,' in our humble judjr- 
ment, a time for drawing apart, but 
one for closer union between the com- 
ponent parts of the Empire, and that 

■ the element of union ought to remain 
■what It has been in the past, one of 
common sentiment, common traditions, 
u common law and common racial in- 
terests. The question Involved is far 
Wider ^ than any political one, and 
ought not to be looked f.f r om a party 
standpoint. The Globe ie i nu foremost 
liiberal paper In Canada, and when It 
speaks of Independence, even within 
(luotation marks, it is likely to be un- 
derstood as speaking for the dominant 
party. In Canadian politics. But wc do 
not believe that party is aiming' at In- 
dependence In the sense that one na- 
tion in independent of another. It 
unquestionably favors the extension of 
the Independent action of the Domin- 
ion In matters pertaining especially to 
Canada, and to this we think no Can- 
adians take objection. But it is one 
tiling to exerci.sc the powers of a na- 
tion, so far an they relate to ourselves, 
as the British government does in re- 
spect to all . matters relating to the 
United Kingdom, and quite another 
tiling to set up an independent nation- 
ality. For ourselvu.s we sec no iii.sur- 
mountable dltlioulty in the existence 
of Canada as a nationality under the 
Crown, yet clothed with full powers in 
respect to Its dealings with foreign 
powers, so far as they affect Canada, 
any more th.-in in the existonco of the 
United Kingdom a.s a nalioiiality iin-- 
der the Crown, clothed witli full pow- 
ers in respect to all Its dealings with 
foreign powers so far as they afEe'ct 
to the United Kingdom. It may not 
lie possible to formulate off-hand a 
.])lan to that end, but the history of 
the Empire shows that we may rely 
]wlth confidence upon the formative 
fprocosses of time, inter -Imperial free- 
dom, as In the past, will continue to 

•'Broaden slowly down 
From precedent to piocedent." 
There is not the least necessity for 
belnc In a hurry.

Cltv Council on Tuesday night re- 
garding tho water supply of Oak Buy 
domclnstrated. though demonstration 
WHS hardly necessary, the strength of 
the position Which the Colonist has 
all along taken, namely that the sup- 
ply of Victoria and all tlie immediate- 
ly adjacent districts ought to be in 
the hands of one authority, charged 
with the duty of meeting all require- 
ments. We have only suggested on 
former occasion.M that this authority 
should bo the city of Victoria, but 
there may be something in the pro- 
posal, made privately, that a plan 
similar to that adopted In London, 
should be agreed upon, and that all 
the sources of water appurtenant to 
Victoria and Us environs should be 
\oHted in a water board independent 
of municipal control and charged with 
the duty of furnishing water within 
a certain area. We do riot wish to be 
understood a.s advocating -this, because 
we have not yet looked into the mat- 
ter far enough: we only throw out 
the idea liiat It may be thought over 
by those who are taking an interchit 
in the water question in a broad way. 

Speaking specifically of the supply 
of Oak Bay. we think the City Coun- 
cil would be very ill-advised to pro- 
ceed upon the assumption that IL Is 
under no obligation to furnish the resi- 
dents of that municipality With water, 
or tliat, having undertaken to supply 
them, it can of its own mere motion 
shut off the supply. The history of 
til is whole subject is such that tho 
public may well hesitate before ex- 
tending Its fuilost confidence to those 
who have and have had for some time 
P^st the direction of the city's af- 
fairs in that regard. We do not 
wish to be understood as impugning 
the motives of any one; we only sug- 
gest -that the present condition of 
things does not argue well for the 
soundness of the judgment of those, 
whose recommendations have been 
followed. 

We note that the city authorities 
have in contemplation soma such 

general arrangement as is mentioned 
in the first paragraph of this article, 
for we find that Mr. Thomson is to 
move the following section In amend- 
ment to the bill now before the 
house: 

3. Section 4 of the "Victoria Water 
Works Act. 18V3," Is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following words: 

"Provided that if satisfactory pro- 
visions shall be made by the corpor- 
ations of the districts of Oak Bay. 
Saanich and North Saanlcli for the 
assumijtlon by each of the said muni- 
cipalities of a just and equitable pro- 
])ortlon of the costs, charges and ex- 
penses incurred, or to be incurred, by 
the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria In connection with the Installa- 
tion, oper.itiop, maintenance, exten- 
sion or addition to or of any existing 
or future water worlis system .of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, 
the said duty of the said commission- 
er shall be so far extended as to iti- 
clude the said Municipalities, In or- 
der thai, the burdens and advantages 
of any water works system shall be 
liuriK.' and enjoyed proportionately and 
s-iiiiiliarl\- upon a like provision being 
made to include the districts of Illgh- 
lund, Malaliat, Goldstream, Sooke, iOs- 
auimalt and that portion of the City 
of Victori.-i Itiiown Jis ^Mctoria West, 
ronsi.sti.'nti V with (.-o far as concerns 
the Di.'^trlcts of Ksciuliiialt. Highland, 
.Malaliai, (Joldstreani. Sooke and Vlc- 
loiia West) the terms and conditions 
proscrilx'd in 'Victoria Water Works 
Act. 1.S73, rcsquimalt Water Works 
Act, 1885,' 'Esquimau Water Works 
Extension Act. 1882,* 'An Act to am- 
end the City of Victoria Water Works 
Act, 1873,' being chapter Gl of the 
Statutes of British Columbia of the 
year 1892; f.nd this Act. In case of 
any differences of ojiinion between 
any of .such Mtinlcipalitles as to tho 
ti.'rnis of any .such agreement, such 
differences nia\' be referred to any 
two .Judges of tho Supreme Court, 
who shall have power to hear and de- 
termine tho same." 

Section 4, which It Is proposed to 
amend authorizes the Water Commi.s- 
Bioner "to examine, consider and de- 
cide upon all matters relating to sup- 
plying the City of Victoria, by means 
contemplated by this act with a suf- 
ficient quantity of pure and whole- 
some water for tho use of the inhabi- 
tants." As we jiolnted out a day or 
two ago, the Water Commissioner is 
given power by section 47 of tho 
Act of 1873- to supply water to tho 
DLstricIs of Victoria, Lake, Saanich 
or other 'di;;trl(-ts." The prtiposed am- 
endment Is only , an amplification of 
section 47, for we. submit that tho 
expression "other districts" is broad 
enough to cover E.-^qiilmalt, Highland, 
Malaliat. Cold.stream, Sooke and A'lc- 
toilii West. Tho InciiiKion of these 
lilacoH expressly In ^le section is 
jnobably only out of' an abundatico 
of caution, and they are ii.amed for 
the purpose of iireveiithig any (lue.s- 
llon from arising at any time us to 
I lie pow;ers of the, city In the eyon^ of 
it.s taking over-"th6 property of tho 
Bsqulmalt Water • Works company. 
The amendment contemplates, there- 



fore, that the city may take over that 
property. It seems to be an equitable 
one for all concerned as far as It 
goes, but we fancy that the mvinlci- 
jiallty of Oalc Bay may not bo satis- 
fled with it," because,, its passage in 
its present form might release tho 
city of any obligation arising out 
of its grant of. powers under the Act 
of IS '7 3, and make the.supply of that 
inunlclpallttf.,dep^endent tjpon, the will- 
ingness 'of tliie city to furnish Ithe wat-' 
"r. The proposed amendment miike.s 
such obligation depend upon satis- 
factory arrangements boing first made, 
and nothing la said to require the city 
to enter Into such arrangements. Tlie 
Interests of Oak Bay and those ot 
the city of Victoria are identical in 
so many essenUai particulars that w 
feel it to be our duty to scrutinize any 
proposed legislation from tho point 
of view of both municipalities, and 
we thtirefoio submit this ijuestion for 
the consideration of all concerned: In 
event ot the proposed amendment 
becoming law, will the city be in a po 
sitlon to refuse to make any a:iaiigo 
ment tor the supply of water to Oak 
Bay and the other districts named'; 

An effort is being made by tlie two 
municipalities to reacli an agreement 
that may make any legislation unm - 
oessary on this point.

The above 
statements of distance seem tt) Indi- 
cate that a good route for a railway 
from Edmonton to the Vancouver Is- 
land ports, not materially different in 
length from that of tho Grand Trunk 
Pacific 1:0 I-Tince Rupert is available 
for tho transportation of the products 
of "the plains of Alberta" to tho open 
ocean. I have eiidi avored to make 
these statements of distance as accur- 
ate as possible and submit them for 
tho consideration of all persons intor- 
CF^tPd In the great project of railway 
connection '-'•^woen Vancouver Island 
and the Mainland. I shall take occa- 
sion beforr. concluding this series to 
check them up once more wdth tlio 
oflicial reports. The distances as 
given above were compiled from thoso 
reports by me at the request of tho 
Royal Commission on Transportation.

These distanceaVot;t(>episelv'es de- 
termine nothing -finally, .-for other .con- 
siderations than 'the number of miles 
have to be taken into account in 
determining great transportiithm 
routes. They are valuable as a basis 
and an incentive to investigation, and 
it is such only that I put them for- 
ward. What value they, have con- 
sists in tho fact tliat they are a part 
of tlie data hearing upon tlie ques- 
tion of tlie railway development of 
Vancouver Island. Proximity to the 
open ocean of terminal .points, safety 
of approach, the character of the har- 
bors, on the one and the character 
of the grades to bo encountered by a 
railway, the general nature of the 
country which the railway \vould trav- 
erse, especially as to its ability to 
furnish traffic, tho cost of construc- 
tion and other matters, on the other 
hand, have all to be taken into con- 
sideration, but this Is not the proper 
place to enter upon tho discussion of 
sucli of those aspects of the case, 
upon wliich I feel competent to ex- 
press an opinion. 

In the above statemtmts of distances 
I have not considered two points on 
the Island coast, which ought to be 
taken into account m connection with 
railway construction. One of these is 
Hardy Ray, which is situate on tho 
inner shore of the Island a little lie- 
low tin; north end. This is ;i good 
harbor witli an easy approach from 
tile ocean, slightly nearer by iland 
to the [iroposed ferries than Quatsino 
somewlial furtlier from the open 
ocean. This Is fi port, which must be 
considered in any plans looking to 
the utilization of Vancouver Island as 
a connection between northern Ijritlsli 
Columbia and Alaska, on tlie one 
hand, and tho southwestern part of the 
province and the Pacific Coast States 
on the other. The other point is 
Nootka Sound, which is one of tho 
best harbors on ithe whole Pacific 
coast being easily accessible from the 
ocean and ver.v capacious. My infor- 
mation Is that a goiid route for a rail- 
w.av can be found from the i,-ast coast 
of "the Island to Nootka, and If this 
is the c;ise, that liarbor is hy no 
ine.-uis !L neKllble cuiantity is the pos- 
sible developme'ut .of transcontinental 
and transoceanic traffic. 

I tak(! leave of the question of dis- 
tances In connection with this sub- 
ject, by drawing attention to a few 
facts wliich seem of importance. 

Hardy Bay, is within 20 miles, 
nieasuring In a Straight line, of one 
ilialf IIk- di.stanct! between Vlctoiia 
and Pi-inco Rupert. Tlitis tlio steamer 
voy;i,tie between those points could !io 
reduced by one-half, or nearly so, if 
a railway were built to Hardy Hay, 
wliich would mean that the two cities 
would be brouglit within 21 liours' 
jdurney of each other, and the same 
would 1)0 true of the Journey to tho 
Queen Charlotte Island.-!, provldi.'d di- 
rect communication wcre^ ei-tabll.shed. 

There are no difficulties whatever 
in the way of tlie transportation of 
trains by ferry from Vancouver .md 
other points in tho southwestern 
mainland to points on the Island 
shore. liy- tlio present route of the 
Canadian P;iclfle th(> shortest possible 
distanee from ICilmoiiton to the Yoko- 
hama 1.3 by way of ferry to N:inalino 
and theuc(! to Albernl and th<> distance 
would only lie slightly over 5,000 
miles. 

Ladysmith and Sldne.v on Vancou- 
ver Isl.'tnd afford excellent termlnir 
for car ferries from Vancouver, the 
moutli of the Fraser, English Bluff 
and tho Semlahm.oo Bay. Tho length 
of those ferry routes has been given 
already and need not be repeated. <

Goat Rivpr Bill 
The House then went into commit 
too on the bill to incorporate tho Goat 
River water. Power and Light com- 
pany, Limited .(Mr. Schofleld). 

Tho section of the bill giving the 
company the right to expropriate was 
held over on motion of Mr. Williams 
(Newcastle) who said that tho com 
pany was demanding tho same powers 
with regard to private lands as were 
ordinarily given to i-allways passing 
throuijh public lands. 

A new section was introduced by 
Mr. .Scliolield giving tlie comiiany 
power "to cut down trees for a space 
of 7u feet on either side of their line 
when tho latter passed througli a 
wood. For the dama.ge thus caused 
;onii)ensation must be made by the

The John Hopp Bill 

The adjourned debate on the second 
reading of the bill to consolidate the 
mining claims and water rights of 
John Hoiip, in Cariboo, was liie next 
order. -Air. Jones (Cariboo) said that 
he had about twenty telegram-s from 
Kamloops and Liarkerville protesting 
against the passing of this bill. Ho 
said the jieonle in Cariboo were op- 
posed to the bill because they believed 
it Wi'.s not in their interests to tie up 
a largo area of niining land by f^iving 
away the water. He s;iid the bill af- 
I'ected tell square miles of l.aiul and 
13,-10() miners' inches uf water, thirty- 
live records affecting twenty -stream.s, 
having been taken out. He said that 
Mr. Tlionison had stated tliat tiitro 
was no need for any change in the ex- 
isting law, and within a month he had 
brought In this bill. The company was 
like a wild-cat. It wasn't a question 
of getting hold of It, but of getting rid 
of it. 

Mr. Yorston (Cariboo) said that If 
the powers asked for were granted It 
would be unfair to the other niiners. 
Hu stild the bill wouhl give -Mr. Hojip 
power to hold up liokh.-rs of other 
elaiius in Ills vicinity for forty years. 
He declared that the bill would put a 
.ito;) to prospe'ctiu^- in the district af- 
fected, and that the pooplo in Cariboo 
wore a untt asiain.st it. 

Jilr. Hondcrson tYale) said that the 
bill would not be iiitroduce-d if there 
were easy communieatlon wltii the 
district affected. The i)rovince was 
jiartlng with all tho land and water 
within !i radius of ten to twelve miles 
to an American citizen. Hopp was 
asking for 19,006 acres, 13, •100 miners' 
inches of water and tlio entire flow 
of French creek. 

"We have not the information ne- 
cessary to discuss ■ this matter in a 
businesslike way," said Mr. Hender- 
son. "Tho law of the land states that 
not more than ten claims shall bo 
•amalgamated, while this bill a-sks for 
lwenl,\'. It also iisks, that less work 
shall be riuiulred than Is required un- 
der the liiw on tho claims ho now 
holds, and that "worlr done on real es- 
tate claims shall also count under the 
law." 

He .said that the bill was an at- 
tempt to grab land .-ind w.'iti-r, for no 
rc.-a.ion given .-md for 110 claim, it was 
tin: giving away liy tlu- lu-uvlnce of 
the rlght-s over a section of territory 
and receiving nothing therefor. 

.Mr. McPhllllps (The Islands) pro- 
ducetl a telegram from tiT) geiitlemiai 
In tho district affected in favor of the 
bin. He said that the Cariboo coun- 
try was not an individual miner's 
country, but one for the operations of 
companies or men with largo capital.

Honor the Plain Workers. 

A recent occurrence in a Kansas 
bank has attracted wide attention in 
the press of this countr'y^ It was the 
giving of ofllclal thanks by the ofllcers 
and directors of the bank to the Jani- 
tor for a quarter century's faithful 
service. Such action is neither new 
nor novel. Similar things occur not 
Infreauontly ; and not Infrequently are 
betokened by sonielliing more .sub.stan- 
tial than words. I'^althful service Is 
.sometimes overiool;eded ; taken for 
granted; especially it It Ije of long 
duration; but not so often, in thc^u 
dayd at leayt, as miglit be assumed. Tlio 
point of special" note in the iiarticular 
incident is the suggcatlon it conveys 
of the faithful service, throughout the 
world, of the Imrnblo worlccr in wliat- 
ever sphere. The necessary service 
antecedent, the work before work be- 
gins, the preliminary preparation that 
iniakes all ready for the day's toll— how 
utterly faithful Is the great army of 
men and women to whom It is cJom- 
mltted, and, as a rule, liow Utile wc 
think of it all. 

■SVe expect tlio .■■;treot cars to be ru", - 
ning rcHJularl.v at an early hour in the 
morning. Wc little think of the army 
of men that must be on hand to the 
minute, ready to take them out. Wo 
expect the ofllce, the store, the shop 
to be swept and garnished and every-, 
thing in ship-ahapo to the second, 
when the workers arrive, and perhaps 
with little thought of the workers for, 
the workers who first do their task. 
Wo do not intend sentimentality here. 
The humble worker engages freely for 
his undertaking', and that ho should 
live up to It is but part of the recogni- 
tion of contractH on wldcli civillz(;d 
relations turn. But It. will be felt, wo 
believe, that there Is an acceptance of 
this faithfulness .liioro as a matter of 
course than In higher relations. It In 
this si)horc an engagement is default- 
ed far less Is thought of It than in tho 
lower sphere. Tli(>ro Is in other words 
an unconscious or subconscious ten- 
dency in us all to exact, or at least to 
(■X|)uct, 111 the liumbl'M' .'jervl(!o a ma- 
chine-like ciuallty Unit In the same un- 
conscious way we de not reclcon as 
]5art (/f the higher service, 

it were v,'i'll tiint tbis should not Ijo 
so. (Jr, to iiut It differently, If tlio 
lumilde service be, as It is, of tho 
small tilings that aro In their nature ii 
sort of matter of cour.se, wo should 
nuc become callous to them, counting 
on them as we count on sunrise and 
the other operations of nature, but re- 
member, that they are the return of 
the man of low estate to the top of 
bis bent, representing his best. An en- 
couragement to, this is the sort of 
thing that the 'Kansas bank offlcera 
did. It never .spoils any one to say :i 
good word of cncouragomcnt to tho 
lowly helper for his effort at the faith- 
ful discharge of duty — and tho greater 
part of which is the faithfulness. — In- 
dianapolis News.

A number of private bills were 
cleared from the order paper of tho 
l."5Sl2.','!.turo at last night's sitting. Tlie 
House spent the greater part of the 
evening in discussion of a point of or- 
der raised by Mr. Oliver (Delta) and 
adjourned shortly after eleven o'clock: 

In debate on the second reading of 
the bill to consolidate the mining 
claims and water rights of Joiin llopp. 
In Cariboo, Jlr. Oliver raised the i)0int 
that It was out of order for a private 
member to introduce a bill dealing 
with the disposition of lands and wa- 
ter, the property of the crown. This 
point ,was discussed, at length, . the 
speaker finally reserving his decision. 

The Coal Resolution 
' The speaker announced at the open- 
ing of tho sittlnjj that the resolution 
proposed by Mr. Oliver (Delta) that a 
royal commission be appointed to In- 
vestigate Into the price of coal in the 
province. was In order.- A debate on 
this took-placo at a former «3lttlng. 

IJr. McGuiro moved that the debate 
on the resolution bo adjourned. Mr, 
Oliver' ilrotostod against what ho term- 
ed "shelving the matter near tho end 
of the sp.'jsion." Tho adjournment of 
the debate 'was put to a vote and was 
sustained by tho House, 21 to lU. 

'X'be resolution is as follows: 

"Whereas it would apjioar that tho 
cost of coal to tho consumer in the 
province of British Columbia Is out of 
all proportion to tlie cost of produc- 
tion; and 

"Wljcreas, owing to the abundance 
of tho coal deposits In this province 
and tho proximity of the sources of 
supply ti; the market, the cost of coal 
to the consumer In British Columbia, 
should 'be much less -than at present Is 
the case; a:hd ' ' 

"Whereas tho excessive prlcte of coal 
in British Columbia Has tho effect of 
retarding and preventing the estab-. 
llshment In this province of industries 
depending upon a fuel supply; and 

"Whereas much of the product of 
the coal mines of tho province is be- 
ing e.xjiorted to foreign markets and 
sold at a price that enables It to com- 
i iiete witli coal from other countries in 
«iich foreign marltets; and 

"Whereas a belief exists that an un- 
derstanding exists between the per- 
sons or corporiilions controlling or 
owning such coal mines to n-.aintain 
the high prices now being charged to 
consumers in tills province; 

"Therefore, bo it resolved, that an 
humble address bo presented to his 
honor the lieutenant-governor by this 
House praying him to appoint a royal 
commission to inquire into tho follow- 
ing (lucstlons: 

"1. Whether or not a combine or un- 
derstanding exists amongst tho coal 
producers, or any of them, of this 
province to establish and maintain 
prices charged for coal. 

2. Whether or not coal Is being sold 
by producers, or any of them, for con- 
sumption outside British Columbia for 
a less price than that sold for con. 
sumjitlon in tho province. 
■ "3.' W^hcther or not tho prices charged 
by the producers, or any or them, for 
coal consumed in British Columbia is 
excessive. 

"1. Whether or not tho iirices charged 
by the producers, or any of them, of 
coal in Ilritlsh C^olumbia bears a reas- 
onable i)roportlon to the cost of pro- 
duction." , , ■ ■ 

,Private Bills Passed. 

The bill to Incorporate the Vancou- 
ver and iNorthern Railway comijany 
was given third reading and passed. 

Tho report on tho bill to amend tho 
Kalso Creek J-'oreshore act, 1904, was 
adojited, and tho bill was given third 
reading and iiasscd. 

The report on the bill to incorporate 
the Hardy I3a\- and CJiialsino Hound 
Railway comiiiiny was adopted, and 
the bill was given iiiird reading and 
passed. 

The House went Into committeo 
again on the Goat River Water, Pow- 
er and Light comiiany bill. Tho ox- 
jiroprlatlon clause was one of tho two 
that remained to be considered and 
Mr. Hawthornth walte (Xanaimo) mov- 
ed tliat tho section be struck out, as 
this was covered by the Water Clauses 
act. The amendment was assented 
to, and the bill Was ' reported with 
amendments. 

There was enthusiastic applause as 
the bill reached the end' of the com- 
mitteo stage, Mr. Hawthornthwalto 
reminded the House that the bill had 
still to pass the stage of report and 
third reading. 

The bill to Incorporate tho Portland 
Canal Short Line Hallway company 
passed through committee and wna re- 
ported without amendments. 

A Point of Order. 

1 ae adjourned debale on the .John 
IIopp bill canu^ uj) again, Mr. Eagle- 
son (Llllooet) opening the discussion. 
Ho said the bill was unjiLHt to the 
miners In Cariboo. He did not see 
where It was possible for tin; company 
to use 13,400 Inches of water during 
tho mining season, and in any caso 
other miners would be shut out from 
tho use of this water. 

Mr. Williams (Newcastle) said tliat 
the members from tho mining districts 
who had spoken against the bill knew 
more about the conditions than any- 
body else in the House. Ho said that 
the bill was one of the clumsiest pieces 
of work over turned out by the private 
bills committeo. He said that a ])ro- 
test against tho consolidation of the 
water rights in question he had with- 
drawn from the private bills commit- 
tee, and two other members of the 
committee had done the same, so that 
t'.ie committee sitting on ,the bill had 
been made up entirely of Conserva- 
tive members. 

.Mr. .Tardine (Esquliiialt) opposed 
the bin as unfiilr to the Irec^ miner. 

.Mr. Oliver (holta) declared that the 
bill v.-as out of order. Ifi? said that it 
should have been brought down by 
message as dealing with tho dlsjiosl- 
tlon of land and water, both tho prero- 
gative of the crown. 

Mr. McPhllllps (Tho Islands) held 
that the bill was not changing the 
ownership of ths land and water. lie

cited precedentR to shoiv ' that ; there 
had been no point of ordfcr taken in 
similar cases before. 

Mr. Mucdonald (Rosaland) stated 
tl'.at tho decisions cited by Mr. Mc- 
McPhlllips were given before 1S92, 
whicli year tho waters of tho province 
were vested in the crown. Ho said 
tho bill proposed to give a new lease 
on new terms, and for. that reason tho 
hill would have to be brought in by 
message. 

Mr. McPhllllps said tliat tho crown 
as tho owner of tho fee of lands was 
also tho riparian owner In tho 
streams. Even before 1892 the crown 
had owned the water In the province, 
whether this was expressed in statute 
or not. 

Hi'. Tatlow moved adjournment of 
tho debate. 

Tho House went into committee on 
tho premier's bill to amend ?J»e Min- 
eral acf. 

Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) protested 
against the imposition of a fine of $25 
for mining on crown lands without a 
free miner's certlilcato. The sc-ction 
stood over. 

The committee reported progress. 

Tlio bill to anioiid the Land Registry 
act (the attorney-general) was con- 
sidered In committee and was reported 
comiilctc with minor amendmonls. 

The supiily bill was given second 
reading. 

The bill for the relief of the 'muni- 
cipal corporation of tho city of Fer- 
ule (the attorney-general) was given 
second reading. Tills Is to empower 
the city council of Feriiie to "nforco 
the building bylaws wlilch wore re- 
laxed on account of the lire of last 
summer. 

The House adjourned at 11.10 p.m.

Whereas It has been shown that the 
Oothenberg system of nuinufacturing 
md distributing Ihiiiors removes many

Whereas it Is desirable that the pocip 
pie of this province, before taking a 
plebiscite, he seized of full information 
on the questions: 

Be It, therefore, _ resolved, that an 
address be presented to his. honor the

COMMITTEE'S STAND 
ON WATER QUESTION 

Last Year tlie Request For a 
' Tunnel Was Granted By 
.,>:;tli)3 Legislators > J 



The consideration of the city's 
Water Works bill now before tho 
house was jiassed at yesterday after- 
noon's session by Mr. Thomson who 
Is in charge of the bill, in order to 
glvo time for the conference to bo 
hold between tho roprescntativos of 
Oak Bay and Victoria, called In the 
hope of arriving at an amicable set- 
tlement as to the supplv of water to 
tiiat constituenoy. In the meantime 
representatives .of all Interests nro 
very busy pressing their views upon 
reluctant private members. 

Ono of the features of the jiresent 
controversy has boon the ::,imbor of 
erroneous statements in circulation ivs 
to tho legislation which the Private 
Bills committee, both during tho pr('S- 
ent session and at the sitting last year 
has been prepared to recommend. 

As to last year, aji inspection of the 
records show that tho committee ro- 
fuoed to recommend thd eteuse reaf- 
firming tho rights of the city, the 
clause in question being tho same as 
that presented again this year. Tho 
clauses dealing with the right of the 
city to soil power, which was opposed 
by the 15. C. lOlectric company, were 
also cut out of the bill. In other res- 
pects the report of last year's commit- 
teo shows that the city's wishes were 
acceded to In material respects. 
Among the recommendations of the 
committeo are to be found the follow- 
ing: 

That the city bo given the right to 
tunnel through the property of tho 
Esquimau Water Works company, 
provided that tho worV. Is done with 
liroiior safeguard.•^ with reference to 
leaks in tunnel, and draining the wat- 
er from the Bsquimalt Water Works 
property. The work on this tunnel to 
start within two years, and to be fin- 
ished within eight years ffrom the 
passing of this act. 

The clauses relative to tho Internal 
management and powers of the Water 
Commissioner, under this act, to bo 
safeguarded. 

That no spiscifio powers of expro- 
priation of the Esqiiimalt Water 
Works Company's lands be granted In 
this act In excess of those pbvvers 
specified In the Water Clauses Con- 
solidation act. 

In connection with tho (>xproprla- 
llon of the reservoir site belonging to 
the Esquimalt "Water AVorka Company 
situated below tho power house on 
Golilstream, the majority of the com- 
mittee ruled that the city should not 
be authorized to take or expropriate 
this reservoir site, or Interfere with 
it, as It was the key to the whole of 
tho Esquimau, Water Works com- 
pany's property. With this end in 
view, the committeo ruled against par- 
tial expropriation In so far as It af- 
fected this portion of tho Esquimau 
company's property: as without the 
reservoir site, which Is the only one 
available, for them at a low level in 
which thoy could collect all the water 
from their storage lakes, the property 
would bo made of no value. 

The city was not satisfied with the 
bin in this shape and Instructed 
those in charge of tho bill to withdraw 

It. , ; ., ; ,. 

This year, the situation was somo- 
■sv'hat different. Tho city ^abandoned 
all question of power, arid had also 
adopted a new plan for going to Sooko 
lake which would obviate the neces- 
sity of a tunnel. In fact during the 
discussion before the Private Bills 
committee, Mr. Luxton intimated in 
reply to a remark from Mr. Taylor 
that there '.vould ho no difficulty in 
arranging for a right of way for tho 
city pipe line across the company's 
property if such , should prove neces- 
sary. ■ ' • ■ , - ■ 

This year, of course, the main fight 
Is over the reaffirmation, of the city's 
rights under the act of 1878. The 
•word.s wore again struck out of tho 
net in tho Private Bills committee, 
hut will be ro-introduced by Mr. 
Thomson on the floor of the house.

When boys come home oxlinustcd 
from a .long race or. a hotly contostiKl 
game thplr irio'thors are apt to say to 
tliomsolvesi.Vprhlngp like that you luiow 
must bei". ^nd ,. disordered nerves and 
neglected ilesaons , are put. up with as 
patiently . as .may be.,- Tho athlete 1.; 
tho hero of the day among the school- 
boys and Indeed among boys of a larg- 
er growth, and what avail would 
be the protest of a woman who cannot 
be expected to understand. 

But there are vigorous and e.xpiM'l- 
onced men who are not afraid to enter 
a protest against the abuse of ath- 
letics. Five of the most eminent 
medical specialists in dreat Hrltain 
have doolarud that long distuneo rac- 
ing is un.sultable for growing boys 
under nineteen. While reasonable 
physical e.xerclse Is good for old and 
young excess Is mischievous arid' often 
fatal. » 

Sir Lauder Brunton, one of these 
specialists, warns lads that if they 
wish to do men's worlc In the world 
they must guard against overstrain. 
Over-exertlon, these doctors say, may 
cause the muscles to become smaller 
and .make them liable to spasm and 
i)aiii; strain and ^yeake'n the' heart; 
le.sH','n the mental power, destroy the 
appetite and . render tlie individual 
more ,ready to succumb to the attacks 
(if disease. 

The moat ni-rvinis of mothers could 
not have anticipated sucli a list of 
evils as tliese men wliuse luislin.'Sij it 
I:; to study Ihi? hunuui bo(l.v have set 
forth. It must be remembered how- 
ever that nothing 1:1 said against atli- 
letlcH when practiced wisely. 

Some months ago Mrs, Wjn. Grant 
Introduced a resolution into the Wo- 
men's Coimcll iirotestlng again.'it the 
practice of- leaving foods exposed to 
tne (lust of the streets. No' u'ctlOn lias 
been taken by the autliorltles on this 
bUbjiet. 

In Seattle, However, the department 
of health and sanitation have entered 
on a ciimpaign for the stricter obser- 
vance of the laws to i)rote% those 
articles of food which can be injured 
by exposure. The city ordinances de- 
clare that they niiist be kept covered 
and tiie health department, is resolved 
that the ordinances must be obeyed. 
It there are no regulations In Victoria 
to prevent the exposure of fruit, can- 
dles and other foods which can be 
readily contaminated, such regulations 
should be made and when they aro 
made should be enforced. It Is not 
pleasant to think of eating even tho 
most delicious fruit It ilies have had 
access to it or If i)artlcles of the dust 
of the street adhere to It. 

It is baid for those who have never 
lived In a great city to realize What 
a splendid work Is being done by tlioso 
men and woni(?n in London who hav(- 
instlttited public i>layBrounds. 

In twelve of the most congested dis- 
tricts playgrounds have been opened 
and in ns many others tlie school- 
houseu and grounds Instead of being 
locked up resound with the Voices oC 
happy children from half past live till 
lialf-past seven on five days of tho 
week and on Saturday mornings. 

The older boys and glrla are occu- 
pied with drill and gymnastics. Tho 
boys, where the grounds are not large 
enough, are sent off In caro'qf a'young 
master to cricket or football and 
know thi) delights of Inter-centre 
matches.' The girls learn dancing and 
musical drills. ' I-'Yom play thoje chil- 
dren of the very poor are beguiled Into 
learning useful occui>atlons. The boys 
learn carpentering and cobbling and 
all learn basket Avork and netting. 

But it is the little ones to whom tho 
playgrounds and the brightly lighted" 
rooms are the greatest boon. Hero 
they are supplied with dolls and all 
the playthings In which children de- 
light. They have parties and thread 
beads. But perhaps tho happiest time 
of all is when they- draw about somo 
supervisor or visitor who tells them 
stories or repeats rhymes. What the 
brightness, the pur(^ nlr and tho inno- 
cent enjoyment nu^an to these children 
of the slums cannot be overrated and 
one cannot but be thankful that many 
women have taken part in work so 
womanb'. 

» • • 

In our .own city ;. there is as yet 
comparatively little heed of the pu'./lic 
playground. Most mothers have ample 
room in their own .yards for their 
little children and haw time enough 
to .Heo that they do not quarrel or get 
Into mischief. Yet even here tho 
numtaer.s of little children that are In 
man.v localltl(?H to be seen 'on the 
.street on almo.st any fine afternoon 
would indicate that a supervised play- 
ground would have Its use even in 
Victoria. TheriB are little children 
who eVen' here are left to their own 
devices between the tlm6 school closes 
and six o'clock and who as soon as the 
evening meal Is over return to tho 
streets till bed' time. ' But there is 
small. If any excuse for such neglect. 
Victoria win not, however, always be 
as well provided with space as .lt has 
been or as It is now. Kven well up 
Into the residential streets hous' a ,ari! 
already being crowded together so 
eloHcly that thiMe is imt little room for 
the children. This is the time to set 
aside breathing spaces for young and 
old but especially for tho little ones. 

The neccsslt\' I'nr super\ i.siiin of tlu: 
children and " the direction nf their 
KI)orts which l.s. so niucli insisted upon 
evcrvwhere where public iihi.\gr(iunds 
have been estabiislieil suggests tlu' In- 
dulry as to whetlicr tlir jiubllc school 
teaciiers are doing as much In this 
direction as they might. They are 
careful to obsirvi- as far as possible 
thiU nothing that Is wrong goes on 
during plyy tlm<'. Quarrelling, bad 
liiiiguase or other more childish mls- 
denu'anor.s are i)romtply checked and 
puiilshod with, greater or less severity, 
nut how many of tho teachers are 
idfilted upon by tho children as com- 
r.uies whose Sympathy may always Ik; 
elii lined and whoso advice may In 
cverv caae be relied upon? The teach- 
er who knows nothing of the amuse - 
inentH of his or her pupils or who 
through fear of loss of dignity, re-

Miss Marguerite Evans then read a 
suggestive and thoughtful' paper on 
children's books. 'Without attempting 
to givo the names of the books suit- 
able for the use of children Uie speak- 
er. Indicated why certain books were 
suitable for the children's library. 

Tho mother wuld bo much to blame 
who did not provide a variety of 
wholesome nourishment for the bodies 
ot her growing children and it was 
just as necessary to supply the mind 
with sufUclent and suitable food. 

It was necessary that the mothers 
should be able to distinguish good 
hooks from bad and shouiil exercise a 
vigilant oscrsiglit of tlir books pl.'iced 
in Hie lunids of their children. 

The value of historical tales in im- 
planting ill tile ehlld'.H minds the love 
of country was jiolnted out. The im- 
agination of the little ones should be 
fed In the beautiful fairy tales and 
the folk lore ot which literature was 
so full. 

There was amuni,' yiuiiig jienpU. n 
great ignoranci' of Ihe jiroce.'^ses by 
I which n,'\tural prodiu.'ts were i)re[)ared 
for our n.se and all books which lent 
tij such aclh'ltles a human interest 
would be eagerly read. Books of tra- 
vel made the city cliiid familiar with 
seenes in the country and enabled the 
country eliild to understand and sym- 
liatlilze with those who lived In tho 
city. 

Cliildren did not realize that the 
condltlouH of life were different in 
other days and that telegraiihs, elec- 
tric cars and railroads did not always 
<!xl3t. Books of History should teach 
them this and tho story ot the men 
who had brought about the changes. 

Tiie value of biography in showing 
what was really to be admired in men 
was dwelt upon. 

Mlsa Evans does not believe that 
boys are Intentionally cruel. Got them 
to study tho birds and the animals 
and they will not want to hurt them. 
Alany excelle.nt books on nature are 
written and these should be given the 
children to read. 

Bible stories occupy a place by 
themselves. Children should be In- 
duced ta -read' them and If- "properly 
taught they would' consider thorn the 
most Interesting of all.. 

Alucli stress was laid on the value 
of beautlfiir t^lusfratloQs' an4 the .evil 
of vulgar pictures or, thoso that ta tight 
self-conceit and. disrespect tp .parents. 

Books should, be read not "only for 
the passing hour. Memory was tlie 
source of our greatest delights and 
every (joautlful poem learned by heart 
every work of any great master of fic- 
tion, carefully studied vvould not ,only 
refine' and eiirlch the natures of the 
children. hut would be a source of plea- 
sure :iH long as they lived. 

..\ nuiiiljer of questions showed that 
the audience had listened with kee:: 
interest. Mrs. Graves regretted that 
the practice of reading aloud had gone 
out of fashion. Books did more good 
as well as afforded more enjoyment 
when listened to by the whole family.

Tlie offlclals of the local club acknow- 
ledge that as there Is nothing- in 
the artlcliBs of agreement under wliicli 
tHo'''aforemeihtlonod trophy was )ire- 
sented^for competition barring the 
Spirit, -it would be possible to advance 
her as a ehallenger from British Ool- 
umbl?i's capital. But they do not in- 
tend pursuing- such a policy, arguint.: 
that Jt would not be strictly sports- 
manlike, that It wouldn't add to the 
prestige of a British organization even 
if slic were successful In the prelimin- 
ary races at Vancouver and was for- 
tunate enough to be selected to - enter 
the international contests at Seattle 
In behalf of this province. 

Creditable Stand. 

Tliat is the iaituatlon. The majority 
think' that > the stand which the club 
has taken vis one that reflects upon it 
the.utinost credit. They point out 
that the' tentpt&tton was strong to put 
up the^'Spirlt' as, although the Alex- 
andra beat her last year it .was only

Mr. Armstrong came nj) frimi iS'ew 
Yorlc recently to be on hand for 
Thursday's rtice. and to open negoti;i- 
tion.s with Poliok. lie says tin; Mara- 
thon fwfr is Just as virulent in i^on- 
don as in this country, altliougli the 
races are not as I'ri-queiit. Tlie Kng-

Dr. Hill mentioned that he and an- 
other doctor had Induced Mr. Just 
and Mr.'.-HoldlnSi-'-two'ot the runners 
who competed at the Olympic games 
to submit themsoU'os to experiments 
at Stamford Bridge. Mr, Just was 
given oxygon, and tlieii ran half a mile 
uiipaced, breaking his own reconi. 

i\'r. Holding also ran aulcker after 
taking oxygen than lie ever ran in 
his life, and both declared that they 
felt In such good condition tlint they 
could race again wltiiout tho least fa- 
tigue. Mr. Holding did run another 
100 yards within his own, record. 

"There is no doubt,'.', said Dr. HUI, 
"that the taking of .oxygen before an 
athletic event would result In the 
breaking of records. 

"We have tried it In hockey and 
football teams, and !n every case 
oxygen lias a good effect. 

"All these athletes are exhausting 
their hearts by using up oxygen 
quicker than they can Inhale it, and 
their liearts are damaged by want of 
o.Kygen. 

"I* they took .oxygen before, during 
and after a game they would not suf- 
fer from the Ill-effects of their e:'i- 
haustlon." 

The ii!cturcr added that he did not 
believe tliat the ascent of Mount Ev 
erest would ever be accomplished 
without the aid of oxygen for the car- 
rying of which ho had Invented an ap- 
paratus. 

The .Scottl.sli .Amateur Athletic .As- 
sociation has .nsUed the linglisli and 
Irish governing l)oille3 for an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the administra- 
tion of oxygen to athletes, and though 
these bodies have not yet had an op- 
portunity of considering the matter. 
It is believed — as wit lithe Scottisli 
committee — that the>- will be adverse 
l() any sucli "s-jliMitific innovation." — 
London Star.

Causes Terrible Loss of Life 
: and Destruction on.tlie 
Canton River 



AKI MARU BRINGS NEWS 



Japanese Liner Reached . Port 
•■ Yesterday — Brouglit an ■ 
Average Cargo . : 



.. A terrible- disaster occurred on tlio 
Cjanton river involving- the loss ot hun- 
dreds of lives tollowhif tile ovurlurn- 
ifie oi ii kerosenij IniniJ on a llovver 
boat Willie the Japanese steamer Alii 
lilaru, Capt. Miigao, \vliioh reaclieil 
port last nlglit was at -Hong Kong, ac- 
clordlng to advices brought by the A'. 
y.K. liner. A strong: wind was blow- 
ing while a large fleet.- of llower boats 
with the shrill voices of slng-sonij 
girls and jangle of Chinese jnusic 
sounding above the wine! was masstnl 
opijosite a Chinese pleasure resorl. 
Suddenly there were shrieks, a Chin- 
ese girl si>raiiyr into the river wltli 
naming clothinj^, and the mat-roof 
ilarcd up. 'P1m> boat l.nirnfd to thn 
water's udce, the llamoa reaching to 
other boats ponnlttlng no time to es- 
cape owing to the dilllculty of movluK 
the cumbrous (lower craft lying along- 
an unbroken line made fast by Iron 
chains. l^efore the big fleet couUl 
break loose It was evident the flotilla 
was doomed. Those boats wliieli dul 
cut their moorings were forced back 
into tlie fire by the strong tide, and 
the few that struggled from the burn- 
ing mass were atlre. Over a thousand 
jumped into the river, but three Imn- 
dred [being saved by sampans ami 
launches which found it dlflleult get- 
ting near the eonllagration owing to 
the intense heat. Probably ninety per 
cent, were burned to death and before 
the Alii Maru sailed over 500 corpses, 
mostly charred and dlsfisurcd, ^vere 
recovered by Chinese seamen under 
Admiral lil Chun, -who took charge of 
t|ie rescue work. Several hundred 
b,odies remained to be recovered, the 
oiuthorUles.. paying on^ dollar for each 
cbrpse brought In. 

(An eyewitness describing the scene 
said: The heat of the- "flames- was so 
Intense that 'it was Impossible for any 
rescuing vessels or launches to get near 
to render assistance to helpless victims 
whoso lives were being sacrlliced . to 
the niereiles.s devouring llamos. As 
soon as the boats, were ablaiie the peo- 
];!c on bo.ird hurriedly .lumped into 
the water in large numbers. Roughly 
it is estimated that over a thousand 
betook themselves to the river, and 
only about three or four htmdred of 
them were picked up by launches or 
sampans. Of the total number of 
casualties, about ninety per cent, 
were drowned, and only those who 
could not leave where t^ • were, on 
account oC the smolje, b>- e victims 
of tlie holocaust. Adr, , Li Chun 
happened to be in the ciiy on that ev- 
ening. On learning of '.no acckler* he 
hastened to tlie scene, and directeu liis 
men in rendering assistance on board 
the gunboat I^ung Seung. .•\diniral LI 
Kuccooded in rescuing over a hundred 
jiersons. Jilemb'.-rs of the different 
charitable institutions and the Red 
Cross society and otiiers also lost no 
time In proceeding to the scene to 
render assistance. 

It Is learnt that some twenty ilower 
boats, five or six floating restaurants, 
a few cargo boats and sampans to the 
iiumlier of some forty In all were cotn- 
ph'tely burnt. 

ISarly next morning launches and 
native dredging boats and sampans' 
were engaged in scavenging duties, 
and rewards of- $1- ea-cjh -wpre offered 
by thn ofUclals and the .institutions 
for the- recovery of dead bodies. In 
the afternoon -nearly four hundred 
corpses were ipiclced up and photo- 
graphed. It -was believed that a few 
hundreds mora remained to be re- 
covered. 

The corpses recovered, placed in the 
vicinity of the vvater police station for 
Identification, iiresented a gruesome 
sight. The few liundred corpses lay- 
exposed awaiting to be claimed by 
their relatives.

CilAKGEURS REUNIS 
LINE DISCONTINUES 



Vessels Now en Route French 
Liners Will Not Come to 
This Port 



But two more French liners will 
oomo following the arrival of the 
Amlral • Duperre of the Chargeurs Ho- 
unis and then the big Havre steamship 
company will discontinue the round- 
the-world service iCrom France via the 
Orient to-thls city, Vancouver and Pa- 
get Sound and ' homeward via Caiio 
Horn for the balance of tho year, per- 
haps permanently. Tho rumor that 
tills step would be taken h.is been cur- 
rent for some time, but not until tho 
minouncement was made yesterday at 
Seattle by the agents of the Cliargeurs 
Reunls was it dellnitely . known that 
the service was to be discontinued. 

Several months ago II, W. Roberts, 
In charge of the Seattle olllce, made 
a trip to Europe during which he con- 
ferred with tlie ollleials of the com- 
pany at Havre regarding their future 
plans. ^Vh('n he lefi; matter were un- 
decided, and debnlte word has just 
been received. No further details 
have been furiiisherl Mr. Roberts ex- 
cept that ihe .service will not continue 
arter tlie call of the Amlral Hamelln. 

"I think it ))rol)able that this Change 
is only temporary," said Mr. Roberts 
"Tho announcement simply states that 
there will be no ftirlhef service after 
May for tho remainder of the year. 
So reasons for the withdrawal are 
given in the oMicial circHilars." 

The next of this lino due hcr-a is tho 
steamer Amiral ijuperrc-, which is ex- 
pected from Yokohama on March IS. 
She will load a ;)<ii-t cargo of grain 
for Europe and also take genera! nier- 
ciinndisi- from British Columbia and 
Sound i)ort!>. I-'ollowing her will bo 
the Amlral ilamelin, which is now 
outward bound, having been at Port 
Said Feb. 21. This vessel is scheduled 
to leave Janan for this coast In .the 
latter part of April,, and- she will be 
the last steamer of, the year for North 
Pacilic port.s. . . 

As far as can be learned tlie service 
will be altered so that the liners will 
steam direct from Yokohama to San 
Francisco. 

The report is in circulation that the 
company has sold Its four now twin, 
screw paaesnger and freight liners, the 
Mai to, Coylan, Oueasant and Corse, all. 
of which have callea at Victoria and 
nearby porty during the past year. 
This rumored 'Sale, lapkis" confirmation. 
It' was announced In tbbse columns 
following the arrival of the Corse two 
months .ago that the larger steamers 
would be withdrawn. These liners 
have a .speed of up to sl.\teon knots 
and a freight capacity for 10,000 tons 
each, in .addition to comnfodlous and 
comfortable passenger accommoda- 
tions. The vessels continuing the ser- 
vice around the wtirld will be of the 
Amlral Duperre class, steamers of 
7,000 tons and with a »i)ui-d u£ ixboiit 
ten knot.". In tlie future the liners will 
call at San Francisco only every sixty 
days. 

Those who watch shipping condi- 
tions attribute the withdrawal of the 
French line to general bu.siness de- 
pression which has been particularly 
•ievore In miiritlme circles. The Char- 
geurs Reunls has felt the effects of 
these conditions as severely as any 
other comi)any. Only fifteen shillings 
being offered for carrying grain 
Europe, and steamers cannot take tills 
freight with proflt. This low rate Is' 
but an UlliBtratlon of freights given 
for other commodities. 

It is rumored that tho strong com- 
petition of the Blue Funnel lino, of 
Liverpool, has been ;i factor in e;iusing 
the ]'";-ench company to curtail its 
servici^ to this coast. It is understood 
that the Liverpool comimiiy ha.s re- 
cently iinaded terrltorv formerly eon- 
trolled exclusively by the French line 
witli the i>lan of forci!i.g the Cliar- 
geurs Rfiiinls out of the North I'aeillc 
trade. Tlie Holt steamers of the Blue 
I-"iinnel line v.-ere the pioneer In estab- 
lishing regular service from Liverpool 
to Paget Sound, via the .Suez canal and 
the Orient, and sln'.'e the Chargeurs 
Reunls began enniiiotitlon the rivalr.v 
has been keen, Tb.e Blue l^umiel givs 
a sailing every twenty-eight d.ays. 

The Chargeurs Reunls has in its 
fleet exclusive of tugs and auxiliary 
vessels, forty-one large; passenger and 
freight steamers. The compniiy was 
organized In May, 1872, witli the ob- 
ject of giving service .particularly be- 
tween Havre and S.outh America. It 
luigan witli eight vessels of a total 
tonnage of 14,000 -tons. During the fis- 
cal year 1908-7 the company carried 
979,632 cubic metres of freight, 25,624 
passengers, wblle Its fleet steamed a 
total of 1,439,255 mlWs.

rendered, and Capt, Olllen has been 
writing to tlio AlbernI Pioneer News 
In this regard. He says "the Soquel 
was wrecked in a more dangerou.s place 
than was the A''alencla, and- there was 
more sea than tlu>rp was on the lirst 
!ind second days the Valencia went on 
shore," After deacriblng tho work done 
at length Cujit. Gillen deals with the 
report published b.v the, AlbernI paper 
in which great credit was given to the 
seamen of the Tees. He says In part: 

The first report in your iiaper did 
not give my crew justice, but aa far 
as I can find out the man who fur- 
nished you with the report was a pass- 
enger on the Tees, and to say that re- 
port Is erroneous would -be treating It 
very -mildly. First, that the life-savers 
■were not equal to the task, which was 
not true. Second, that Chleif Oflicer 
Glllom took charge of the operations 
which is equally untrue. Positively 
everything that was done b.\' the two 
boats which elTected the rescue, was 
done uiuU-r my direction, ami I can 
Iirove It. 1 do not say that Mr. GlUani 
could not have done It equally as well 
if not better than 1 did it. 1 have been 
shipmates with hini on a nine months 
voyage, and 1 know liim to be a cool, 
brave and collective nmn, Imt in tlil.s 
case it v.-a.-i my duty to take eliargo 
and 1 did so. The crew In Mr. Olllam'.s 
boat 1 ilo not know. They may ull 
ha\-e bc(,'ii brave men If tlie.v bad u 
chance to j)rove It. Ii-.it 1 wil say for 
niy crew (the S\nn- iinui In the boat 
with me that day) they deserve more 
credit than they are getting, and for 
two or three minutes (it seemed lon- 
ger) we were in gro.'it danger of being 
dashed to pieces against a stee]) ledge 
where the sea had thrown us. They 
all reinained cool and each one knew 
what ho was doing. And we wont In 
again. It is wrong to say those men 
were not boatmen. They were, and 
good boatmen top. with one exception, 
tho cook, who was not an exjl^rt, yet I 
can say ho was better than tho average 
boatman. I wa^ allowed to selpot my 
own .men. They were not sailors. No 
a sailor's work Is on board ship; not 
on a llfeboui, or in the surf. How 
rriiti'ny sailors, steamboats and steam- 
boat men wero on tho scone during tho 
Valencia wreck, and what did they do? 
I lia\-<,' had seventeen years expei-lonco 
in sea-going life, and I know the dif- 
ference between a sailor and a boat- 
man. .-Viid to siu- the Tecs supplied all 
the gear is wrong, for had we not boon 
upset and lost those lines and llfe- 
belLs. the Tees -boat would not have 
had tho pleasure (i-f using anything but 
the lino they hail made fast to my 

The AlbernI iiaper in Its reply says: 
"As a voluntary witness on behalf of 
himself and crew Capt. Gillen has only 
succeeded in spoiling any defence ho 
might .have had against tho charge 
that they were unequal to the task, 
which was fouiided niore on a lack of 
projior equlpnient than on the want of 
heroic spirit. It js quite plain In Capt. 
onion's own account that , had It not 
been for the chief. officer of the Tees, 
hia crew and oqtilpmont, the Banfiekl 
-life-savers would have been helpless 
to render assistance to the wrecked 
sailors except In case of a smooth sea, 
when they might, not have needed It. 

■ Capt. Gillen Is most emphatic in his 
<5eelaratlon that e\'crythlng done to- 
-.vards effecting the rescue was done 
under his direction. Nominally, that 
might be so, but reliable information 
\,s to the effect that ,lt was while act- 
ing contrary to tho advice of the eliiot 
ollicer of the Tees that Capt. G-IIlen 
was swamiied and lust part of liis liie- 
iiaving paraplii'riialia and that onl.v 
when he heeded that advice did iie 
imcceed In doing anything effective. 

"Now, can you say that the crow 
ivas rescued Hy tli.> boat from the Tees, 
■,issist(Ml by the life-boat crew'.'" asks 
Carit. allien, towards the close of his 
letter, Implvliig that the Pioneer News 
did say so. 

Tlie lilshlv .■ior.sliive captain ha.s not 
lie.a the iiatienn? ti> read the coutent.y 
of till.- ciiarf?e. He has failed to see 
(hat It Is directed ag.-iiiisl tin- :-;yStem 
of which he was a victim, and has mis- 
taken It for a perKonal attack on the 
valor of himself and his men. What 
Die Pioneer News said -was that cyc- 
v,'itnesses might have sent a report of 
the rescue somewhat different to that 
\vhich Capt. Glllcn telegraphed id 
Capt. Gaudin, more to this eifeet: 
'Life saving crew, with InefBclont .-ip- 
pllances, rendered what assistance it 
coulcl to the 'Ppes, the oincers and 
crew of which were responsible for the 
rescue."

In addition, a 
sum of $23,000,000 Is demanded for the 
reorganization of tho water supply. 
New Education Bill 
The Committee on ICducatioii in the 
Krencli Chainbi-r of De))Ulles has 
adopted tlie llnal text of the two bills 
which have been framed in the hope of 
liuttiiiK an did tu tlu^ agitation with 
regard to primary education In this 
country. One of these measures deals 
with the resi>onsiblllty of teachers In 
French state schools. It determined 
the procedure In the case of a com- 
plaint on the p.-irt of a parent or guar- 
<llan With regard to acts or utterances 
of a teacher In the discharge of his or 
her ofllclal duties. Tho teacher must 
be informed of the complaint by tlie 
public education authoritli>s, and the 
ufllcials who are' entrusted with the In- 
quiry must commnlcate their finding to 
the teacher within two months of the 
complaint. 

The bill contains an Important clause, 
tho object of which is to render im- 
possible the direct prosecution of tiie 
teacher by parents or guardlaiiB. The 
state Is to be held responsible for the 
conduct of the teacher, save in the 
case of positive crimes and offences 
which fall under the penal code. Any 
legal action taken by a iiarent or guar- 
dltin must bo dfre.ited against the pre- 
fi!ct of the department and must he 
brought before a civil tribunal. The 
state, however, reserves to Itself the 
right of recovering from a teacher wdio 
hos been, found guilty the amount of 
tho damages to which the authorities 
have been condenmed. 

A complomenUiry bill l.i designed to 
prevent what Is regarded by tho Gov- 
ernment as undue Influence on the part 
of parents or guardians with the nor- 
mal work of a state school. There has 
been, and still is, considerable com- 
plaint op the part of a certain cate- 
gory of French citizens as. to the phil- 
osophic or religious theories which in 
their opinion have Inspired a number 
.jf tin: text books now in use in French 
state .schools. This second bill pro- 
poses that parents or guardians who 
sh;ill liave prevented a child from at- 
tending school, or from using In the 
school itself the proscribed text-books, 
or from iiarllcipatlnfr In the Instruc- 
tion in (dilltcatory subjects, shall be 
liable to the approjiiate pains and pen- 
alties under the jienal code. Any pub- 
lic utterance, whether It bo contained 
It! a sermon or In a placard or pastoral 
letter. Inciting to a breach of these 
Iirovlslons, will be punishable under 
Paragr.-ijih of the Separation Law of 
December. 190."). which enacts that any 
direct incitement to "resist tlu.- (ixecu- 
tioi; of the law" shal) lie punishable liy 
Imprisonment from three months to 
two years. 

These iiroposals are designed to 
counteract the efforts of tlie local so- 
cieties whicli have licen formed in 
l'>encli communes with the apjiroval 
of the I'^liench Cardinals !ind Arch- 
blshops for safe-guardlncr the neutral- 
It>^ of teaching provided by tlie state hi 
the prlmar.x^ scliools and endeavoring 
to secure Uiat It shall contain nothing 
which would hurt the consciences or 
morals of tho children.

It Is es- 
timated that $50,000 has already been 
s[)ent on tho brake, and the tost on 
tho Indiana will cost the inventor an- 
other $14,000. Tli'ereforo, a small for- 
tune iiiis .nlready gone tow.irds the per- 
fection and sale of this marine 'brake. 
With the aid of Ids apparatus, tho 
inventor claims he can bring any ship 
to a staiid.stlll from the highest speed. 
.'Vnd what l.s more, this can bo brouKht 
about In half the ship's length. Tho 
best that can be done at present ■\vlth 
a turplner going at full ocean speed, 
1.S- to stop her in .three miles, with re-" 
versed engines. Mr. Laco.ste polnted'j^. 
out that had ■the Hepubllc and Florida' ' 
been fitted with the .ship brake, theris 
would have been no collision. 

The Indiana will go into tho dock at 
■\Vllliam Cramp and company at Phila- 
delphia at the be.crinnliig of March, 
when tile brake will be lifted on. 

The brake itself is no new idea. It ■-. 
is simply two giant wings riLCcd be- 
low the water line, on either side of 
the vessel. On the Tndian.a the cllmon- 
slons of each wing will bo 13 feet by . 
C feet. V.Micn they are not called into '. 
use, the wings are folded on the hull. 
The hinges arc on tho stern side, nnd 
triggers prevent them from opening. 
They do not In any way impede the 
vessel's speed. AVhen the brake is 
needed an olllcer releases the triggers 
from the bridge, the wings swing out, 
tho water 'rushes against them, .and . 
the boat stops, no matter what her' 
size. And they can be closed iminedi- 
ately afterwards. Tho devlco l.s con- 
trolled exclusive of a Steam.ship'a en- 
gineer, who, said Mr. Lacoste, might 
bo asleep at tho needful moment.

AA'ere they going on laboring 
in London simply to hnprovo the con- 
dition of the landowners? Laws, ho 
remarked, hud given this Income to 
the laiulowiK -s, and laws could take It 
away agali,. It would, hOAVCver, be 
serious busli;ess.
